Town Planning Ordinance, 1921. 

ORDER. 


In accordance with the provisions of Article 2 of the 
Town Planning Ordinance 1921, on the application of the 
Central Town Planning Commission, 

I hereby declare Gaza a Town Planning Area. 

The boundaries of the Town Planning Area of Oaza 
have been delimited as follows by the Central Town Plan¬ 
ing Commission on the recommendation of the provisional 
Local Town Planning Commission: 

From a point on the sea coast two kilometres north 
east of the tomb of Sh. Hassan thence south east through 
kilo post 237 on the Palestine Government Railways and 
for one kilometre in a straight line beyond, thence south 
west to the tomb of Aly el Muntar and west south west 
to kilo post 232 on the Palestine Government Railways, 
thence in a straight line to the sea coast to a point three 
kilometres south west of the tomb of Sh. Hassan. 


The boundaries are indicated on a plan signed by the 
members of the provisional Local Town Planning Com¬ 
mission, which is exhibited at the office of the Gaza Muni¬ 
cipality and may be inspected at any time by any person 


interested.
